Passenger Train Goes Throagh a Trasila. 
Fifteen Injure*. 
Ardmore, I. T., May 17.—A *outh 
bound {»aaaenger train on the Santa Fe 
road, known as the Chicago and Oalv®*- 
ton express went through a trestle 16 
miles south of here yesterday, 
Fifteen 
persons, passengers and trainmen, were 
injured. 
8everal of these are seriously 
hurt and it is believed two will die. The 
accident occurred near the town of 
Marietta. 
A heavy rainstorm amount­ 
ing almost to a water spout caused a 
sudden rise of all the small streams in 
that vicinity. 
The accident occurred at 
point where a deep, narrow gulch 
was spanned by a wooden trestle. 
The 
foundation work supporting this trestle 
was undermined hy the sudden rise of 
the little stream which flows through 
the guloh, and trestle went down under 
the heavy weight of the train. So great 
was the speed of the train, however, 
that the engine and tender, the express, 
mail and baggage cars and one coach 
passed over the narrow chasm, though 
the trucks of several of these cars went 
to the bottom 20 feet below. 
The coach 
next to the last, the one immediately in 
front of the Pullman, was left standing 
directly over the chasm, one end resting 
on the bank of the gulch. 
The Pullman 
remained on tlie track. The four coaches 
which were dragged by the locomotive 
across the broken trestle were badly 
wrecked. 
The bagguge car telescoped 
with the passenger coach, which was 
the smoker, and the latter war ah but 
demolished.

SANTA 
WRECK. 


P assen g er T rain Go®* T h ro u g h a T rv itl* . 
Fifteen lajnr«4. 
Ardmore, I. T., May 17.—A south 
bound j>aasenger train on the Santa Fe 
road, known ae the Chicago and Galves­ 
ton express went through a trestle 18 
miles south Of hear® yesterday, 
Fifteen 
persons, passengers and trainmen, were 
injured. 
Several of these are seriously 
hurt, and it is believed two w ill die. The 
accident occurred near the town of 
Marietta. 
A heavy rainstorm amount­ 
ing almost to a water spout caused a 
sudden rise of all the small streams in 
that vicinity. 
The accident occurred at 
a point where a deep, narrow gulch 
was spanned by a wooden trestle. 
The 
foundation work supporting this trestle 
was undermined by the sudden rise of 
the little stream which flows through 
the gulch, and trestle went down under 
the heavy weight of the train. So great 
was the speed of the train, however, 
that the engine and tender, the express, 
mail and baggage cars mid one coach 
passed over the narrow chasm, though 
the trucks of several of these cars went 
to the bottom 20 feet below. 
The coach 
next to the last, the one immediately in 
front of the Pullm an, was left standing 
directly over the chasm, one end resting 
on the hank of the gulch. 
The Pullman 
remained on the track. The four coaches 
which were dragged by the locomotive 
across the broken trestle were badly 
wrecked. 
The baggitge car telescoped 
w ith the passenger roach, which was 
the smoker, and the latter wan all brit 
demolished. 
The most of the injured 
were riding in these cooches.
